Dunkel owned and operated the 


“Maverick Hotel,” located across the 
Wapiti, but owing to the depressed

Dunkel, who is now one of the 
greatest parachute jumpers in the 
world, writes to L. C. Porteous from 
Lakewood, Ohio, as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Porteous: 

‘Again it’s about time that we tear 
a few holes into the atmosphere sur- 
rounding this locality We have a 
fine show lined up and ready for 
public consumption. 

“While we are at it, I'm going up 
to 28,000 feet or better for a little 
airing. I'm planning on dropping 
better than 28,000 feet for a World's 
Record for High Altitude Parachute 
Jumps 

“TI have a brand new creation in 
the line of parachutes. It’s a 30-foot 
Eagle and I'm calling it my 
‘stratoliner.’ 

“Altogether we will stage a total 
of 65 jumps per day. There will be 
30 in the spot contest, five in. the 
12,000-foot delay or race to the 
ground, and 30 the mass jump

A beautiful vessel with 
equipment for successful voyaging 
had been given him. All friends

than half spent, he has made but 
littie progress towards any port. It 
is with a hung head he tells his ex- 
perience. 

While learning well many of his 
lessons, he completely missed some 
highly essential ones— that of ex- 
pecting storms that would swerve 
him from his course; of looking for 
headwinds when tacking would be 
necessary and progress slow; and of 
the importance of holding to a 
general course notwithstanding.

For what is 
an error of judgment? | re 
In every manipulative process, 
from ski-ing to surgery, there are 
cxroxs of judgment. They occur in 
every action. They are UNAaVOmavs<, 
Rut there is a sort of line drawn be- 
tween the error which 15 so lage 
that its consequences are serious, and 
the error which is so small that it 
passes partly or entirely unnoticed. 
If it be admitted in flying, for in- 
stance, that an error mey be un- 
avoidable owing to the limitations of 
human abilities, then it will be clea: 
that the aircraft must be such that it 


will allow that error without evil | 


results 


The enormous number of air acci- | 


dents attributed to an error of judg- 
ment on the part of the pilot may, 
with equal truth, be attrilvited to re- 
quiring from the pilot an accuracy 
and correctness of action which, in 
certain circumstances, is beyond or- 
dinary human ..*“e"“t. 

The problem of the aeroplane de- 
signer, therefore, is to produce a 
machine which shall in itself have 
thase many safety characteristics 
which would neutralize all unavoid- 
able errors of judgment on the part 
of the pilot, and all errors which are 
so small that no human being can 
guarantee always to avoid them. 

It is the fact that some of the finest 
pilots in the world have been in- 
volved in bad crashes through what 
are glibly cailed “vrrors of judg- 
ment.” They may have flown for 
thousands of hours before without 
accident and shown the highest skil) 
on all occasions; yet there may come 
a time when their skill seems mo- 
mentarily lacking or when the cir- 
cumstances present a problem which 
is beyond their solution, and they 
have an accident. 

Is it right, then, to describe the 
event as an error of judgment on the 
part of the pilot and to dismiss it? 
Would it not be more accurate to 
reason as follows: This pilot was 
known to be a man of exceptional 
skill and vast experience, He was 
one who exercised the utmost care 
ut all times. if cn this particular 
occasion he found himself in such a 
flying position that a crash could not 
be avoided, then it is ye" | possible 
to conclude that a degree of skill was 
demanded of him which is beyond 
that which can be expected on all 
eccasions from anybody. The true 
cause of the accident, therefore, lies 
not in the man, but in the machine. 

That is the view which, we believe, 
should be carefully examined when- 
ever accidents happen. It may ce 
that sometimes it will be found that 
the pilot, through scme momentary 
but unusual lapse may be said to be 
“to blame.” But more often it will 
be found that the weroplane asked a 
degree of skill or watchfulness or 
concentration beyond that which can 
be expected at all times—especially 
in an emergency —from ordinary 
horses heings. 

Ve believe that it is time that air 
accidents were tackled more as an 
ai.craft problem and less as a pilct- 
ing problem. We believe that. many 
aircraft flying today make tco heavy 
demands upon the pilot. We believe 
that many aircraft are, in certain 
circumstances, positively unsafe.

UTILITY OF MILK 


Many things are being made trom 
milk quite apart from the usual 
dairy products.
